' that werepreſent. All which Thave diligently compared, and 
have alſo endzavonred ( ſo far as thoſe Arcounts and my own 
. Memory would furniſh me therewith) not only to give 4 true 
Nar#ative of what was ſpoken, bat alſo to give our Atritagoniſts 
Words their due weight as well as our own. 

And if there be any thing omitted therein, they muſt blame |
